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Steatitis Cats

Steatitis, yellow fat disease, 
means new syndrome academic nutri- 
tionists. Reports histological changes

The end result animal deficient Vita- 
min and exhibiting steatitis. 

The food product that incriminated 
the production steatitis therefore would 
logically one containing large amounts 
unsaturated fatty acids and one with low 
level the natural antioxidants. Vitamin 
falls into the category natural antioxidant. 
date the reported naturally occurring cases 
steatitis have all had one common factor; 
that being fed large amounts fish the

diet, specifically red tuna. Red tuna fits all 
the listed prerequisites for the production 
this disease. Apparently the red tuna meat 
contains large amounts unsaturated fatty 
acids and low levels the natural anti- 
oxidant, Vitamin 


The clinical syndrome seen this clini- 
cian and reported follows 
relatively typical pattern. Usually the ani- 
mal presented the veterinarian with most 
the following symptoms. Fever (102.4 
104) that resistant all treatment, ano- 
rexia, rough hair coat, emaciation, paleness 
mucous membranes, and protrusion the 
third eye lid. Physical examination reveals 
that the cat exhibits extreme hypersensitivity. 
They are usually very irritable and become 
vicious when handled. Palpation the ven- 
tral aspect the abdominal cavity reveals 
“lumpiness” and increased firmness the 
subcutaneous tissue. The thickness the 
adipose tissue relation the emaciation 
often impressive. The attitude, left 
alone, usually depression and lethargy. 
Diarrhea may may not present. Relative 
diet, the owner will often relate that the 
cat will only consume red tuna. This seems 
constant once the disease has progressed. 
The clinical symptoms are direct proportion 
the severity the disease. 

The clinical laboratory findings, our 
cases, are directly proportional the volume 
adipose tissue affected. Those cases with 
slight steatitis exhibit little any change 
the blood picture, whereas those with severe 
adipose tissue changes exhibit very definite 
findings. 


severe cases there leukocytosis, neu- 
trophilia and very definite shift the left. 
Slight eosinophilia may may not present. 
Many neutrophiles show vascuoles, pseudo- 
pods and evidence degeneration. Poikilo- 
cytosis was present one our cases. Nu- 
cleated erythrocytes are frequently present. 
Generalized microcytic, hypochromic anemia 
with many target cells usually observed 
smears advanced cases. Synopsis our 
laboratory findings are indicated below.

Probably the most important diagnostic tool 
available the clinician presented with 
possible case steatitis the biopsy incision. 
Positive cases may easily recognized 
the pathognomonic appearance the subcu- 
taneous fat and, observed, the peritoneal 
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and mesenteric fat. This adipose tissue has 
very characteristic color; that being deep 
yellow tan, very lobulated and showing in- 
spaces. This fat gives the impression being 
necrotic, very firm the touch and pos- 
sesses rancid odor the live animal. 
should emphasized that the amount 
necrotic fat directly parallels the body’s re- 
action this tissue. The hyperthermia, ma- 
laise and change blood picture are directly 
proportional the amount necrotic adipose 
tissue present. 

Autopsy findings are mainly limited ne- 
crotic fat tissue. General appearance ema- 
ciation with massive deposits “yellow fat.” 
The appearance the fat described 
under biopsy study. The most striking factor 
the amount fat present the abdomen 
cachectic cats. Solid deposits centi- 
meters thick may present. These deposits 
would appear interfere with intestinal mo- 
tility. one case there was extreme spleno- 
megaly. 

Microscopic examination our tissues were 
Briefly, tissues show evidence inflammatory 
necrosis. Neutrophiles invade great abun- 
dance between the globular fat cells. Tissues 
stained with the Ziehl-Nelson method show 
large amounts acid-fast pigment around the 
fet globules and between the fat cells. Ma- 
crophages resembling the “heart failure 
cells” were observed the interlobular spaces. 

Treatment our series, prior recogniz- 
ing the condition. was antibiotics all types 
plus corticosteroid therapy. The most strik- 
ing factors during this therapy (in one case 
days) were continued hyperthermia, con- 
tinued soreness and general irritability and 
the gradual increase the subcutaneous 
lumpiness. Interestingly enough recognized 
three cases within period three days. 
These were placed mg. d-alpha 
tocopherol intramuscularly twice day. One 
these died and two made slow and pro- 
gressive recovery about three weeks’ time. 
Once the animals started eating they were 
released for home treatment with oral Vitamin 
therapy (d-alpha tocopherol) dosage 
mg. twice daily. The relatively high 
dosage was used orally because was not 
known the animal’s ability assimilate 
was interfered with after the re- 


moval unsaturated fatty acids from the 


diet. Supportive therapy, fluids, vitamins and 
force feedings were found imperative 
advanced cases. The dosages Vitamin 
administered were based the work 
Cordy* which indicates that mg. per day 
will protect cats against steatitis. Twice this 
amount adequate therapeutically. 
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Discussion 


From our brief knowledge steatitis, spe- 
cifically that Vitamin deficient diets can pro- 
duce the disease and that Vitamin therapy 
will cure the cordition, would seem simple 
matter for the red tuna industry add 
d-alpha tocopherol their product and there- 
prevent any further trouble. Very recently 
some the large companies have started 
adding this Vitamin Several the com- 
panies not indicate that they are doing 
such. Chemical analysis one researcher® 
indicates that the synthetic Vitamin stable. 

Some problems definitely still exist. One, 
that the amounts Vitamin being added 
are very probably inadequate protect cat 
against steatitis providing eats solely red 
tuna. Another problem that some popular 
brands not yet contain the synthetic addi- 
tive. third problem, according chemical 
that the amounts being added are 
not being rigidly controlled. 


Summary 


Steatitis cats syndrome apparently 
caused systemic deficiency Vitamin 
This caused foods high unsaturated 
fatty acids, specifically red tuna. Clinical and 
pathological findings are discussed. Vitamin 
therapy will cure even fairly advanced cases. 
Feeding stable d-alpha tocopherol will ap- 
parently protect cats against the onset 
avitaminosis and the resultant syndrome 
known steatitis.

Some 
practitioners England say the vaccine pro- 
gram, recommended under the Laidlaw- 
Dunkin regime several decades ago, gave 
better results than they are getting with any 
the newer products. 

From theoretical standpoint, the attenu- 
ated virus does multiply the tissues. 
does stimulate good antibody titer product. 
This titer does persist for several weeks, 
months, depending upon the individual animal. 
this repeated there anamnestic re- 
sponse and higher titer produced one 
equivalent the original titer. reaches 
certain plateau and then maintained that 
level. The same thing probably happens 
the dog that runs loose the community.

Some them will maintain very high 
titer, some moderate titer and some brief, 
low titer and are then susceptible again. This 
true far dogs that are kept isolation 
kept homes and are not frequently re- 
exposed.

Wild Rabbits Harboring 
Virus Disease 


Some the wild rabbits California ap- 
pear harboring the same virus disease 
that has wiped out large portion Aus- 
tralia’s pesky rabbit population, according 
the recent findings visiting scientist the 
University California, Berkeley. 


While the disease—called myxomatosis—has 
little effect American wild rabbits, 
nearly always fatal members the Euro- 
pean wild rabbit family, which includes all 
American domestic rabbits well the in- 
troduced varieties that have run rampant 
Australia. 


Dr. Marshail, research fellow the 
Australian National University, visiting the 
School Public Health Berkeley, discov- 
ered evidence the mosquito-borne disease 
California cottontails and brush rabbits 
after outbreaks had occurred last August 
among domestic rabbits near San Diego and 
Palo Alto. 

The scientist’s studies, supported grant 
from the National Academy Sciences, are 
aimed learning more about the disease 
order promote its spread Australia 
(where welcome benefit agriculture) 
and prevent its spread California (where 
menace the domestic rabbit industry). 

Last August, some 200 died from the 
disease four San Diego rabbitries. the 
same time, smaller outbreaks were reported 
among backyard-type rabbit projects near 
Palo Alto.

Rapid Tests Hemostatic Defects 


The mechanism blood coagulation 
complex series reactions which has its 
essentials: (1) formation thromboplastin 
from precursors the blood platelets; (2) the 
conversion prothrombin thrombin this 
active thromboplastin, and (3) the conversion 
fibrinogen fibrin thrombin. the 
diagnosis, treatment and study hemorrhagic 
diseases, number tests designed esti- 
mate the speed coagulation and the presence 
absence the various factors involved 
coagulation are available. selected num- 
ber these tests may employed screen- 
ing tests which may guide the clinician 
further study, diagnosis treatment. 

Bleeding Time (Duke Method): moder- 
ately deep skin puncture (or mucous mem- 
brane) made with No. Bard-Parker 
blade that free flow blood obtained. 
Pressure should not used obtain the 
free flow. 30-second intervals, the drops 
blood are removed absorbing with 
piece filter paper and the time which 
bleeding ceases noted. the domestic ani- 
mals, the bleeding time varies between 1-5 
minutes this method. 

Coagulation Time: Variation bleeding 
times and coagulation times normal ani- 
mals are usually the result variations 
techniques and temperature. these, tem- 
perature the utmost importance, par- 
ticularly coagulation time determinations, 
and cannot stressed too strongly that 
normal controls should run together with 
the patient. 

The coagulation time determination may 
performed easily and quickly either 
two procedures. the capillary method, 
skin puncture made similar the bleeding 
time method. After wiping off the first drop 
blood, blood taken into capillary 
tube about long 1-1.5 diameter. 
intervals one minute, the tube broken 
off 1-2 pieces. When coagulation occurs, 
fibrin strands will seen between the broken 
ends and the time noted. this method, 
the horse and cow exhibit coagulation times 
varying between 3-15 minutes. The other do- 
mestic species vary between 1-5 minutes. 

the tube method Lee and White, 
venous blood drawn into clean dry 
all-glass syringe. important that the vein 
entered quickly and cleanly avoid con- 
tamination tissue juice and avoid air 
bubbles due excessive suction. One 
blood delivered into each three 
test tubes which are then placed 
37°C. water bath all possible. large 
animals blood may collected directly into 
tubes which have previously been marked 
the level. After minutes, the first 


the three tubes gently tilted 30-second 
intervals until the tube can inverted with- 
out spillage blood. this time, tilting 
the second tube commenced and when this 
tube has clotted, the third tube used. Tim- 
ing begun when blood first enters the 
syringe and the end point reached when 
the blood the third tube has clotted. Co- 
agulation times this method are noticeably 
longer than the capillary method all the 
domestic animals. the horse and cow, times 
4-15 minutes have been while 
the dog normal range 3-13 minutes 

Platelet Estimations: Direct 
methods for the estimation platelet num- 
bers have been devised. these, the indirect 
method the more practical and will 
discussed. may performed from the 
stained blood smear, which has been prepared 
for routine hematological examination 
blood. The simplest procedure note the 
number platelets per oil immersion field.

spira. Now, with the development the Stoen- 
ner’s Plate Test (similar the brucella plate 
test) every practicing veterinarian can his 
own work confirm disprove tentative diag- 
nosis. Although this test still the argumental 
stage, enough evidence has been accumulated 
show that has decidedly practical advantages 
over any other type laboratory test developed 
far for field use. With this armamentarium 
the practitioner can surer his decision 
vaccination program. 


Vaccination program 


vaccinating animals veterinarians face 
number variable factors including differences 
herds, locales, degrees exposure and clients’ 
viewpoints. However, some general rules can 
applied most cases: 


leptospirosis-free areas the owner often 
wants animals vaccinated for possible future 
shipment into other areas. this case single 
dose Leptospira Pomona Bacterin should 
suffice. 


areas where leptospirosis suspected 
but not endemic, two doses Leptospira Po- 
mona Bacterin given six months apart should 
protect most herds. has been established that 
months’ protection can expected. 


endemic areas veterinarians face 
cate problem prescribing the correct type 
program for client’s herd. tentative diagno- 
sis leptospirosis has been made, first im- 
portance blood test determine which ani- 
mals are carriers and which ones have the

disease. Following this decision must made 
the client how wishes eradicate 
leptospirosis from his herd. One more the 
following suggestions can made: 

Test and slaughter reactors. 


Test and clear carriers sick animals 
with massive doses antibiotics. 

Vaccinate the entire herd that has been ex- 
posed (Leptospira Pomona Bacterin should 
provide some protective immunity within 
days). 

Revaccinate within days. 

Revaccinate months later. 

Revaccinate yearly thereafter. 


Blood test and vaccinate all new additions 
the herd. 


One the pitfalls the program that vac- 
cinated cattle generally will have high reaction 
titre. Therefore the client should given all 
vaccination records, and this information should 
preclude difficulties when desires sell ani- 
mals enter them fairs. 


Another precaution alert for possible 
allergic reactions when cattle are revaccinated. 
Such reactions may occur owing the rabbit 
serum content lepto bacterins. Clients should 
forewarned that reactions may take place. 
precaution, always have supply epine- 
phrine hand case allergic reactions. 
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Toxoplasmosis the Cat—A Case Report 
NORMAN FREID, D.V.M., Practitioner, San Francisco 


Even cursory examination the litera- 
ture pertaining toxoplasmosis animals 
suggests that much benign well clinical 
toxoplasmosis exists practically all the 
species veterinarians are concerned with, 
well the hu- 
man family. The 
wide diversity 
clinical signs which 
the infection 
evokes, seem 
mimic the com- 
monest syndromes 
the dog and cat, 
that even pre- 
sumptive diagnosis 
active toxoplas- 
mosis calls for con- 
siderable courage 
the practitioner. 

Although several 
clinical laboratory 
tests are available 
(complement fixation, Sabin- Feldman dye 
test, cetera), isolation the organism may 
decisive the diagnosis. Yet, even then 
the presence other infections producing the 
lesions acting “trigger” the toxoplasma 
must considered. 


Presented here are the clinical and histo- 
pathological findings for feline patient. Re- 
ports toxoplasmosis the cat are not too 
common, but perhaps the disease not 
“exotic” this species the sparse litera- 
ture indicates. any rate the pathologist 
this case, Dr. Irving Root U.C. Medical 
School, felt most the findings were com- 
patible with the diagnosis acute toxoplas- 
mosis. The presence any other concurrent 
infection was never established. 

The patient, five-month-old male Siamese, 
when first examined had 104°F. temperature, 
inappetence, marked lethargy and scant, soft 
stools. The blood picture was unremarkable. 
The symptoms were two day’s duration. 
Antibiotic and appropriate supportive therapy 
seemed relieve the malaise and restore 
appetite, but the fever persisted near 
104°F. the fifth day treatment marked 
edematous condition the head and neck 
developed, with palpable enlargement the 
cervical lymphatics and also the inguinal 
nodes. the eighth day the edema and 
lymphadenopathy were substantially subsid- 
ing and two days later the temperature was 
normal, and appetite fair. However, during 
the next seven days gradual regress oc- 
curred the patient’s condition despite every 
supportive measure. Death ensued days 
from the onset illness. Unfortunately, none 
the clinical laboratory procedures for de- 
tecting toxoplasmosis were employed because

were not alerted the possibility this 
disease. 


autopsy, gross examination the tissues 
was unremarkable. Sections the lung, thy- 
mus, esophagus, liver, pancreas, kidney and 
spleen were fixed buffered formalin for 
histologic examination. The report follows: 


Microscopic: Heart: There are numerous 
pseudocysts protozoan organisms present 
within the myofibrills. There appears 
inflammatory reaction surrounding these. 
Lung: There diffuse alveolar septal cell pro- 
liferation, the cells being large with large va- 
cuolated nuclei containing one more nu- 
cleoli and occasional mitoses. areas the 
macrophages appear lie free the alveolar 
spaces. There are focal alveolar and bronchio- 
lar plugs eosinophilic amorphic debris 
which suggests origin fibrin and sloughed 
necrotic alveolar wall cells. The process 
variable intensity but involves the entire 
lung. There are relatively few PMNs present. 
Lymphocytes are absent. There are scattered 
pseudocysts protozoan organism within the 
alveolar septs. Thymus: The thymus atro- 
phic, involuted and shows some cystic de- 
generation. There are scattered pseudocysts 
protozoa both the fat and within the 
involuted degenerated follicles. Esophagus: 
There intense necrosis and acute in- 
flammatory reaction the mucosa, submucosa, 
and muscle. There are many pseudocysts 
organisms protozoan type present primarily 
within the tunica muscularis the esophagus. 
Liver: There are several pseudocysts pro- 
tozoa present within the liver. The liver 
otherwise unremarkable. Pancreas: There 
extensive interlobular fibrosis with marked 
decrease the number pancreatic acini. 
islets are present. There focal fat ne- 
crosis, macrophages and focal lymphocytic 
infiltrations. organism can detected 
within the pancreas. Kidney: There are rare 
pseudocysts protozoa present the kidney. 
There inflammatory reaction other 
abnormality present the kidney. Spleen: 
The spleen was unremarkable. There are 
organisms demonstrable within the spleen. 


Diagnosis: Toxoplasmosis with: 

(a) Diffuse severe interstitial pneumonitis. 

(b) Acute esophagitis. 

(c) Chronic pancreatitis. 

(d) Organism toxoplasmosis present 
heart, lung, thymus, esophagus, liver, and 
kidney. 

Note: The chronic pancreatitis here has been 
reported the past association with chronic 
toxoplasmosis.
